Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding the new matter rejections to the drawings, the 
specification does not provide sufficient disclosure for new drawings depicting the multiple channels or the channels on 
the container. The disclosure does not indicate how many channels define "multiple" channels, the spacing between 
the channels or there angular orientation. There no description of where the channels are positioned on the container 
neck. Wherein the originally filed claims set forth corresponding channels on the closure and the container wall, 
illustration of this arrangement must consist of corresponding channels having the same orientation as the drawings as 
originally filed. Regarding the disclosed, but not shown spout, the prior art cited in the specification and on applicant's 
information disclosure statement depict various spouts. While Mr. Freeman indicated the spout is not relevant to the 
invention, the spout was not shown nor described in the specification with any details. Thus, any illustration of the non- 
inventive spout on the invention cup lid would require depicting all of the spouts along with a statement that the spout is 
immaterial to the inventive features of the instant drinking container.. Mr. Freeman stated the size of the channels is 
pertinent to the invention. It was suggested that if applicant files a response to the final Office action that an affidavit or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 be filed therewith discussing the criticality of the size of the channel . 
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
